for a Solemn T hankggrving. =_ 


LLIAM aud MARY by the Grace of God, King and Queen 
of Great Brittain, France and Ireland, Defenders of the Faith : To 
Our Lyon King at Arms,and his Brethr2o;Heraulds, Macers of Our 
Privy Council, Purſevants, or Mefſengers at Arms ; Our Sheriffs in 
that part, ConjunRly ane $-verally, ſpecially Conſtt ue, Greeting 3 
For 2s much,as We.and all Our good Subjects,are 16 Duty bound,to 
return Praiſe and Glory to God, by a Day of ſolema Thanksgtvingy 
for His manifold Bleſſings beltowed npon Us, and Our Kingdoms: 
and prrticularly, that He hath been pleaſed to preſerve Our Royal Perſon, from the 
maty and preat Danger: of War We were necelljarly expoicd to, for the Defence and 
ProteQion of the Proteſtant Religion, and Our Government, againſt the Deſigns and 
Attempts of all Qur Enemies, during Our laſt Campaign 1n Flarders,and to reſtore and 
bring back Our Royal Perlonin ſafety to Our Kingdoms, to the great SatisfaRtion and 
Joy of all Our good Subjets, And that alſothe Miniſters aſſembled in the Synod of Lo- 
thian, and Tweeddeale, and fuch as Correſpond with them from ſeveral other Syriods, 
have Moved to the Lords ot Oar Privy Council, that a Svlemn Day of publick Thank(- 
giving, may be ſet apart for the Caules foreſaids, to be religiouſly obſerved throughout 
this Our Ancient Kingdom. Therefore, We, with Advice of the Lords of Our Privy 
Council, do Appoint and Command, that the ſixteenth day of November current, for 
all within the Town of Fdinburgh, and Suburbs thereof 3 and the Shires of Edinburgh, 
Haddington and Linlithgow; the Sheriffdom of Berwick, , and Shires of Fyſe Stirling, 
Kinroſs and Clackmanuav, And the twentythird day of the ſaid Month for all the reſt of 
this Our Ancient Kingdom, to be Religiouſly and Devoutcly obſerved, as a Solemn 
Day of publict Thank 'piving, by all Perſons within this Kingdom, in all Churches and 
Meeting.houſes, for returning moſt humble and hearty Thanks to Almig®.ty God, for 
the ſignal Bleſſings and D:liverances already beltowed upon Us, and Our peoples And 
to implore the increaſe and continuance thereof, And that His Divine Pretence, with a 
Spirit of Counſel and Wiſdom, may direR and aſiift us in all our Conſultations and Un- 
dertakings, at home and abroad, intimecoming. And tothe etict Our pleaſure 1n the 
Premiſſes may be known, OUR WILL IS HEREFORE, and we Charge you firialy, 
and Command, that incontinent theſe Our Letters ſeen, ye paisto the Mercat Croſs of 
Edinburgh, and remanent Mercat Crofles of the whole head Burghs of the ſeveral Shires 
and Stewartries within this Kingdom, and there, in Our Nam=- and Authority, make 
Publication hereof, that none may pretend ignorance ; And ordains Our Solicitor to 
cauſe make Intimation hereof, tothe Miniſters within the Town of Edinburgh, and Sub- 
urbs, by ſending Copics to them, or any other way he thivks fitz and to cauſe lend 
printed Copies hereof, to the Sheriffs of the ſeveral Shires, and Stewarts of the Stews 
artri-s foreſaids, whom we ordain to ce the ſame publiſhed, and appoints chem to fend 
Doubles thereof, ro all Minifters in Churches and Meeting-houſes, within their Re- 
ſpetive Juiiſdiftions, that upon the Lords Day, immediatly preceeding the res 
ſpetive Days foreſaids, the ſame may be intimat and read in every paroch Churchand 
Mecting-houſe : certifying all ſuch who ſhall contemn or neglcCt fo religious and im- 
portant a Duty, as the Thankſ2iviag hereby appointed is, they ſhall be proceeded a- 
gain®, and puniſied as Contemners of Our Authority, and as highly difaffccted to 
Our Perſons avid Goverumear, and ordains thefe Preſents to be printey.
